HEARS ARGUMENTS

The White Sea. 


The White sea in northwestern Rus- 


sia is a L anch of the Arctic ocean 
extending into the provinces of Arch- 
angel. The sea is about 100 miles 
wide between the Kaninskaia and 
Kola peninsulas, but it narrows to less^ 
than 50 further south, widens again 
and forms three gulfs—the Kandalak 
gulf, that of Archangel, into which the 
River Dwiua falls, and that into which 
the Kiver Onega falls. The sea-route 
into the White sea was discovered in 
1553 by Richard Chancellor, a daring 
English sailor, who was brought up in 
the household of the father of the fa- 
mous Sir Philip Sidney.

the 'pill box" by good mllUary strategy.

We knew that only a big shell would 
put one of the beggars out of com- 
mission, so we deliberately set out to 
make It possible for our big guns to 
find their marks, small as they were.

division surgeon^ today 


This, ifc mlvconsideration of' rumors 


and statements which have been go- 
ing the1" rounds over the state for 
the last several days and which have 
been causing considerable consterna- 
tion in the h6nies of selects who are 
In training here. 


News has come to camp officials 


through many sources' that wild ru- 
mors have been set afoot, telling 
stoiies of suffering and even deaths 
of men at the camp here. 
Selects, 


it is said, have been creating wrong 
impressions through 
conversations 


regarding the cold snap and its ef- 
fect in the camp. 


One story which reached officials 


today was that 32 men who had been 
forced to walk guard on one of the 
cold nights recently had been either 
frozen to such an extent that ampu- 
tation of limbs or fingers was neces- 
sary, and in several cases that death 
had resulted. 
This is juntrue, for 


selects who have to be outside are 
protected 
and 
made comfortable 


in every way possible and have not 
been noticeably harmed by their ex- 
perience. 


Lieutenant Colonel Dewitt 
stated 


that a few cases of frozen ears, noses 
and frost bitten feet had been, treat- 
ed m his department, but that other-

REPORTED ALONG 


ITAUAN FRONT 


Italian Headquarters in Northern 


Italy, Wednesday, Dec 12 —Gener- 
al von Buelow's German troops have

AS SURGICAL DRESSING 


Gathered in the State of Wash-

ington for Use of Red

Among the many substitutes which 
^e present war has brought into the 
: service of man, particularly among the 
iGermans, the use of sphagnum, or peat 
•muss, as a surlgcal dressing is re- 
markable. 


Its use in this connection WMS prob- 


jably first taken up by the Germans 
i owing tor the'scarcity of cotton, which 
: heretofore has been almost the only 
I substance employed for. .absorbent 
!pad.s aiid compresses.'- ;As -the block- 
'ade permits cotton to get into the cen- 
tral empires only In very limited quan- 
tities the moss must -take' its place. Its 
'advantages, however, recommend it to 
the allies, although they ure not short 
•of cotton. 
: The plant grows abundantly in 
Jdamp places in western Washington, 
and is both easily recognized and eas- 
ily procured. It grows low, and is of 
;a" feathery structure, grass green in 
'•color. The separate fronds are about 
a finger long. Dry, the moss seems 
'to weigh nothing at all. There is not 
jat present any market here for the 
•moss, but quantities of it have been 
gathered under the direction of Prof. 
'John W. Hotson, botany department 
;of the University of Washington, 
where it is being prepared for Bed 
Cross use. Boy Scouts aided in gath- 
ering the moss and students are giving 
their time to. help clean and sort it. 
Donation shipments will be gladly ac- 
cepted. 


This moss placed on' fresh wounds 


will absorb seven to ten times Its own 
weight in liquid; cotton only about sis 
times. 
Cotton . dries slowly; moss", 


with comparative rapidity. 


There are many varieties of the 


plant. It grows on wet ground, in 
time forming layers . of considerable 
depth, which eventually become peat. 
For this reason it is commonly known, 
as peat moss. If one were to pull up 
a handful he would be struck by th<5 
utter absence of roots. Each stalk 
seems to terminate in a dead, brown, 
decayed stem that has no apparent 
connection with a root system. But 
the surface leaves are always green, 
and in moist or wet weather exhibit 
the characteristics of a live plant.

IAZ2 MUSIC"" FOE OF BlMS 


Dees Not Corulit, aa Is Generally Be- 


lieved, of Lot of Noise Without 


Rhyme or Reason. 


Various descriptions of jazz music 


linve from time to time uppeufcd. but 
none seem to hit the mark exactly, 
says a connoisseur of this urt. The 
common impression is that it consists 
of a lot of peculiar and noisy sounds 
without rhyme or rcnsou. This is not 
the case, however. It consists chiefly 
pf syncopation, peculiarly accentuated; 
variations by(some of the instruments; 
Improvisations by others, mingled wltu 
odd sound effects. 
Through, all this 


the melody of the selections rendered 
must be distinguishable at all times— 
tin can noises, beating the life put 6t 
the drums, blasting by the brass in- 
struments Is .entirely unnecessary. 
Contrasts between pianissimo and for- 
tissimo passageavshould be shown Just 
as much in jazz music as in the class- 
ics. 
.' -• *"• 


Another wrong Impression Is that 


jazz orchestras must consist of a cer- 
tain instrumentation. This also. Is not 
the case. The violin, 'cello, cornet, pi- 
ano, 
or in fact, any legitimate instru- 


ment, can be used. As jazz music is 
originally Ethiopian, the banjo and 
saxophone are used merely to lend ne- 
gro character to it. 


The number of musicians that can 


Jazz properly is said to be small, be- 
cause it really requires good musi- 
cians, who must also be endowed with 
the swing or knock of performing It. 
Although many of the cafe and thea- 
ter orchestras are composed of good 
musicians, those who can jass are 
scarce. On the other hand, many of 
the self-styled Jazz orchestras are mis- 
representations, .and cannot play the 
semiclassics or classics adequately. 
Some cannot perform it properly, and 
to offset .this, resort to noise and dis- 
cord in imitation thereof. 
The per- 


centage of musicians who can do jus- 
tice to the -classics and also play jazz 
is consequently even smaller. 
This 


kind of orchestra is exceedingly 
scarce.
